Point (A), the prior art do not disclose a search section for searching the output printing apparatus group managed by the managing 
section in response to a search request having search conditions from a terminal apparatus. 

As to point (A), "the search request having search conditions from a terminal apparatus" Is merely to be "the the printer request 
requirements, e.g., printer capabilities (col. 4, lines 8-23, 40-56), from the client's processor taught by Thorne in col. 4, lines (40-56) and 
claims 3-6. Smith also discloses that, "subscription request having publication criteria Including a condition based on location or a 
condition based on information reported by another peripheral (Smith, col. 17, lines 43-56)". 

Point (B), the prior art do not disclose the search conditions such as "color print Is possible"', "double surface print Is possible", the printer 
is installed in Tokyo", "the printer is within a certain distance from a present location of the termlani apparatus" and the like. 
As to point (B), In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it Is noted that 
the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "color print is possible", "print is possible", "the printer is Installed in Tokyo", "the printer Is 
within a certain distance from a present location of the terminal apparatus") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read Into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d
